For social entrepreneurs Tracey Chiappini-Young and 
Karen Jansen, it was the opportunity to give back to local 
artists that inspired Tau nine's luxury bears

f you go down to Woodstock today, 
you’re in for a big surprise. For every 
bear that ever there was to covet is 
gathered in a place where lives are 
transformed and dreams are made 
real every day 

Founded by philanthropist- 
friends Tracey Chiappini-Tbung, a 
chartered financial analyst, and American 
management consultant Karen Jansen, 
Taunina’s bears are sold at the most 
distinguished luxury stores, including 
Patrick Mavros in London, Barneys in New 
Ithrk and Apsley House in South Africa, 
and launch in Shanghai and Tokyo this 
month. In September alone, three of the 
hand-embroidered bears were auctioned 


off at black-tie events for between 
$2 ooo and $5 ooo each. And, as if they 
needed any further endorsing. Prince 
George was reportedly gifted one as a first 
birthday present by family friends. 

Not only are these meticulously crafted 
ursine heirlooms coveted from Tokyo to 
Toronto, they also provide a financial lifeline 
to the 12 embroiderers — all drawn from 
impoverished local communities — which 
Taunina employs permanently at its Cape 
Town studio. ‘We spent two-and-a-half 
years training the artists and perfecting the 
product before launching it into the 
market,’ explains Tracey ‘The majority of 
the sale of each bear goes back to the 
women who make them. Each bear ^

takes five to seven days to create and is 
individually designed and embroidered. 
Within a collection the artists may use a 
specific colourway or theme to inspire the 
designs, however each bear is always 
completely unique.’ 

Delivered beautifully packaged, each 
with passport and identifying label on its 
paw, the bears are dressed in everything 
from iconic Sanderson and Liberty prints 
to luscious Dutch velvets and New & 
Lingwood silks. ‘Given that we hope each 
bear will be passed from one generation 
to the next, it is only appropriate that we 
use fabrics that have historical value,’ says 
Tracey, adding that each Taunina bear 
also comes with a note to the recipient, 
sharing the story of its creation. ‘This is 
also personalised to reflect the story for 
the recipient, relaying to him or her how 
they’ve inspired or are loved by the giver. 
Needless to say, lots of tears are shed when 
these gifts are presented.’ 

Witnessing the joy the bears give to 
their owners is second only to seeing the 
pride they awaken in their creators, says 
Tracey ‘These women know they are 
creating the most beautiful bears in the 
world — ones that people everywhere 
want to own — and at the same time 
they are feeding their families through 
their work. That pride is something you 
can never take away — it makes the spirit 
soar.’

GROWING 

When you feel that your garden has 
little else to offer, salvias can bring your 
beds back to life with a kaleidoscope of 
hues and a long flowering season. Plant 
them in pots or in beds in free-draining 
soil in a sunny to shaded position, 
depending on the species. 

Some, such as the Salvia dorisiana - 
one ofjenn/s favourites - prefers shade 
and produces a showy mass of lipstick- 
pink flowers relished by sunbirds. 
S. guaranitica ‘Black & Blue’ is as 
happy in full sun as it is in shade and 
S. oxyphora, a recent discovery from 
Bolivia, prefers sun but can take a little 
shade. If you’re planting in a hot, sunny 
position, the giant S. canariensis (in 
white or purple) is the best choice. 

Salvias are an unfussy bunch, but 
do need a good watering to settle in 
after planting. Salvias grow easily from 
cuttings (best done in autumn) and 
seeds (best sown in early spring). 


PRUNING 

Most salvias can be pruned back by a 
third after flowering - generally in winter. 
This will encourage the plants to send out 
more flowering stalks and prevent them 
frombecomingtop-heavy Remove entire 
stems as they flnish flowering for a second 
flush of flowers. If you’re unsure which to 
cut, remove the oldest stems first. After 
flowering, many salvias will show signs of 
new growth lower down the stem, which 
is a good indication of where to prune. 

Winter flowering varieties, such as 
S. dorisiana, S. purpurea and S. karwinskii, 
should be pruned in May to delay 
flowering until late winter and extend 
the blooms into spring. Throughout the 
year deadheading and tip-pruning will 
encourage a compact growth habit and 
prolong the flowering of your plants.

1 LAWNS It’s best to make 
arrangements for your lawn to 
be mowed weekly if you don’t want 
to return to a knee-high meadow 

2 S E R V I C E Servicing your garden 
equipment before you leave is 
a good way to prevent drama. Ensure 
your mowers, boreholes, filters and 
irrigation systems are working well, 
and that the irrigation controller has 
fresh batteries in case of a power cut. 

3 MULCHING Mulch and feed 
your plants about three weeks 
before you leave (presuming you have 
already fed the garden in spring), 
and make sure that a thick layer of 
mulch is spread over all the beds. 

The best mulch is compost, but if 
you really like bark, a little additional 
nitrogen will be beneficial. Mulch 
will cut down on weed growth and 
will insulate against any intense heat, 
which could cause damage. 

4 PRUNING If pruning is 
necessary, keep it down to a 
minimal to avoid exposed wood 
burning in the summer heat. But do 
have a go at anything that may set off 
your alarm system unnecessarily while 
you are away 

5 POT PLANTS Pots are a 
problem if you water them by 
hand. Move them into the shade 
if you can and place them in beds 
where they can get overspray from 
the irrigation system. Mulching them 
thickly will also help, especially those 
you can’t move out of the sun. 

6 NEW PLANTS Avoid planting 
anything new in the garden in 
the month before you go away, longer 
if possible. Plants are vulnerable 
when newly planted and need a bit 
of observation and special care, and 
you don’t want to be worrying about 
them while on holiday 


Lock Up 
and Grow 


Landscape designer Franchesca Watson shares tips on 
how to prepare your garden for your time away 


I t’s that wonderful time of the year 
whenyou’re lockingup your home and 
heading off for the summer holidays. 
You’H need to make arrangements 
for all the people and things you’re leaving 
behind: house, pets, staff, perhaps even the 
children. Your garden is no exception. 


December and January are fast growing 
months all over South Africa. In order 
to take full advantage of the seasonal 
development, and to avoid coming home 
to a wilderness of long grass and perhaps 
even plant casualties, here are some things 
to keep in mind. 


LEFT Before going away, allow 
your sculpted plants to go 
untrimmed. The added length will 
help to protect them from the sun

FOR SHEILA BOARDMAN, CONSTRUCTING HER DREAM HOME 
ON THE PICTURESQUE GROUNDS OF A FORMER 19 TH-CENTURY 
HOMESTEAD WAS A LESSON IN PROVENANCE AND PERSEVERANCE

gh^dass'^bors on the north side otthe home offer views of Table MountairLand Constantia 
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ur lives changed when we moved 
back to Cape Town after eight years 
in Joburg, but our beloved old house 
in Constantia had stayed boringly the 
same. Spoilt by the space we’d had on 
the Highveld, we dreamt of moving 
to a farm, a place to which to retreat 
and recharge. I imagined landscaping 
a new garden instead of revamping the 
one I’d worked on for nearly 30 years. In essence, we were looking 
for more light, more space and more air. 

Then, entirely by chance, we heard of a piece of land for sale 
nearby We fell in love with the property the minute we walked onto 
it. We’d found three hectares of boggy muddy land — covered with 
junk, a mixture of wetland and wasteland — and it was so beautiful 
that we couldn’t imagine ever wanting to live anywhere else. By the 
next afternoon we’d bought it. 

That was the quick part. What followed was gradually working 
through the great many environmental restrictions that came with 
the site, each one ofwhich had to be addressed. There were heritage 
issues, too, as the land was part of the Soetvlei farmyard, on which 
the original homestead was built in 1811. Sadly, that house has now 
disappeared and all that’s left is a row of oak trees, planted in the 
early 18 00s. 

Once through the planning problems, we could finally focus on 
building. We were lucky to find a brilliant team of people: *■

Margie Walsh, the architect with whom I’d worked on many 
other projects, along with her brother, Michael Dali. Michael 
introduced us to Chris Marshall, a builder beyond compare, 
whose team, led by Manie Matthews, worked in the great 
tradition of Cape craftsmen. 

We all agreed that a Cape-style house with white-washed 
walls and a thatched roof would be best for such a historic 
site. The neo-classical gables are a reference to what the first 
Soetvlei would have looked like - it was a similar house to Nova 
Constantia and Tokai Manor House. The Georgian detailing 
on the windows and fanlights reflects the changes that swept 
through Cape architecture after the arrival of the British at the 
end of the i8th century 

So much careful thought went into every aspect of the design, 
we were always working towards a house filled with light and air, 
sitting elegantly on such an enchanting site. Getting the basics of 
the house right took a lot of time. We’d decided early on that we ►

wanted ayellowwood floor, using recycled floor or ceiling boards, 
but even my extensive list of contacts couldn’t And any We had 
to compromise by choosing the roughest, reject yellowwood we 
could And. 

Even while still empty, the flnished rooms were beautiful - the 
test came when we started Ailing them with a lifetime’s worth 
of collections, the contents of several previous houses. There 
was the mountain of Georgian country furniture, as well as the 
Cape pieces and the French bits all to be fitted in somewhere, 
somehow Never would I have thought that the sitting room 
could absorb two enormous 18th-century dresser bases, as well 
as a great gilded console table with such ease. I would go on to 
spend months shuffling furniture from one room to the other, 
trying to And the perfect place for everything. We’re still working 
on it, of course, and will be for years. 

The latest task has been to install the great wall of blue-and- 
white china in the stairwell, a reminder of the importance of 
Chinese porcelain in the Cape during the i8th and early 19th 
centuries. From the day we started working on this site, every 
spadeful of earth revealed shards of the porcelain that was used 
at Soetvlei, evidence of all the lives that have been lived here. 

Now, once again, Soetvlei has come alive. The yellow-billed 
ducks are back on the dam, genets, lynxes and porcupines roam 
the wetland, and here, on the edge of suburbia, we’ve found that 
small farm we’d always dreamed of It’s just a little closer to town.

hen it comes 
to telling the 
story of the 
transformation 
of this simple 
fisherman’s 
cottage into

vast Atlantic Ocean, with its wild moods 
and powerful beauty, that plays the 
true protagonist. 


The home, a low-key 1940s country 
lodging, is located almost on the beach in 
a small, romantically bucolic enclave in the 
Cape Peninsula.

a beach house one day Of course, at the 
time, I had no idea that I was just months 
away from starting an incredible journey, 
and moving to South Africa.’

he explains. Tt’s something you feel like 
saving for your children and grandchildren. 
A place where memories are created.’ 

His is a low-key bungalow, consisting of 
three en-suite bedrooms and a large, open- 
plan area with a generous terrace on each 
floor. The ground-floor bedroom opens 
onto a well-manicured lawn contained by 
a stone wall, the only separation from the 
wild Atlantic below 

‘I was so reluctant at first to meddle with 
it,’ the homeowner admits, and it was only 


after much persuading by New-%rk based 
architect friends that he began making 
alterations. ‘They were down visiting and 
when they saw the place they were amazed. 
They said this was what Malibu was like 
50 years ago, something you just can’t And 
anymore, so they pleaded and encouraged 
that I edit with care.’ 

And that’s exactly what he did, only 
taking out a wall here, inserting a staircase 
there. ‘I think I’m on my fourth round of 
mini edits,’ he says. 


‘I could see that the bungalow had grown 
over the years on the basis of the former 
family’s needs and I knew what had to be 
done. Sometimes it takes somebody new to 
come in and not see it for what it is, but for 
what it should become.’ 

Today he can sit anywhere in the house 
and watch surfers take on the renowned 
Crayfish Factory wavebreak.

erfection and order, crafted with great 
attention to detail and an almost obsessively 
thorough approach to gardening, is what 
sets this Bishopscourt garden apart. The 
garden at Ballater is an expression of the 
owners’ love of French formal design and 
an unsurpassed masterclass in structural 
felicity But it was not always the case. 

Upon purchasing the property in 
2001, it had virtually no garden and the 
house was not what the Stuarts had in 
mind. But the location was perfect. It 
presented a blank canvas on which to 
create a new home and garden with 
a strong Gallic underpinning. ‘We had 
done a lot of travelling in France and 
I was very influenced by their architecture, 
sense of flair and their love of the earth,’ 
says avid gardener Louie Stuart. 

Johannesburg-based architect Philip 
Watermeyer was appointed to design the 
new house. The formal nature of the garden 
is an extension of the structurally organised 
architectural blueprint: The design is all 
about symmetry texture and shape, while 
the various statues, pergolas and pots are 
used to accentuate the architectural features 
of the property 

Initially, architect Dominic Touwen was 
asked to flesh out details of the terraces 
and pergolas, while landscape designer 
Franchesca Watson helped with plant 
selection and garden flnishes. Over the 
years, the garden has evolved into far less 
varieties of plants with a greater emphasis 
on texture. 


The garden’s spaces have their own 
dynamic order. Each garden room 
epitomises the concept of contained 
abundance, and a muted colour palette 
ensures that the primary focus is on the 
garden’s geometric precision, linear order 
and structural strength. 

To the north, three terraces, each 
supported by its own retaining wall, recede 
to reveal sweeping vistas of Kirstenbosch 
National Botanical Garden and Table 
Mountain. The view of the mountain 
dominates the front garden, which has been 
kept simple to showcase the main event. 

The lower terrace of the garden, designed 
by Louie, was added a couple of years later. 
This is essentially a croquet lawn book- 
ended by cypress-lined reflective pools. 
The whole area is enclosed by ayellowwood 
hedge, which will be around long after Jan 
van Riebeeck’s Wild Almond hedge at 
Kirstenbosch has disappeared. 

To the west of the house lies the 
meditation court with its waterlily-clad koi 
ponds. Pollarded White Stinkwoods shade 
this area and aU the plants enveloping the 
pond are white. The breakfast room on 
the eastern side of the house looks out on a 
garden room filled with deep-pink camellias 
and crimson-coloured gaura, juxtaposed 
against a wall of Trachelospernumjasminoides. 
Adjacent to this, the potager features raised 
herb beds and bay trees. 

Maintaining a perfectly manicured 
garden is no small feat and one would 
expect it would require the extensive 
use of pesticides. However, organic 
principles are followed in the garden, 
which ensures that birds, butterflies and 
insects abound. Lawn consultant Mark 
Rist maintains the lawns and ensures that 
they are perfectly manicured. Sarchen 
Morris of Natural Gardening Principles 
has played a key role in improving the 
soil quality, while gardener Sidwell Ndike 
makes sure that the plethora of hedges 
are always manicured to a tee. 

‘My garden is a never-ending source of 
joy to all of us,’ says Louie of this trompe 
I’oeil.

'Our full-time gardener 
Sidwell Ndike has 
developed a talent for 
trimming the endless 
hedges on this property.

itting on the patio 
looking out onto a 
lush green garden, 
you would never 
say this secluded 
family home was 
set in the middle of 
the bustling suburb 
of Hyde Park, 
Johannesburg. 
Once inside, it 
becomes clear that the ethos of a soothing 
escape from big-city life has been carried 
through to the interior and expressed in 
the form of curated Italian design. 

‘The end result is one of unbelievable 
comfort in a space that encompasses 
asense ofwellbeing,’ saysJuliaDay interior 
designer and owner of Hyde Park design 
store Generation, who loves collaborating 


with clients to create beautiful spaces for 
easy living. In this case, it was the owners’ 
appreciation of good design that made the 
partnership an easy one. 

‘We had an understanding that luxury is 
about a layering of textures and beautiful 
forms and agreed that the focus should be 
on simplicity, rather than overcrowding 
the spaces,’ explains Julia. 

This is perhaps best illustrated in the 
treatment of the entrance hall, where two 
‘Tondo’ armchairs flank the eye-catching 
‘Vidun’ table, both by De Padova. ‘The 


shape of the “Tondo” is a contemporary 
interpretationoftheclassicwingback chair 
and we’ve used some of Seletti’s most eye- 
catching functional art on the table,’ says 
Julia. ‘The combination of these elements 
creates a beautiful sense of welcome.’ 

The clean, simple aesthetic of the 
furniture has been juxtaposed with the 
intricate designs of the Fornasetti 
wallpaper collection, used throughout the 
home, which the owner sourced on her 
travels to London. Another strong Italian 
design brand, Fornasetti’s playful »

approach adds a whimsical dimension to the 
spaces. In the welcome area, for example, 
the ‘606’ shelving unit by Dieter Rams is 
set against a backdrop of one of Fornasetti’s 
most popular wallpaper motifs, the ‘Chiavi 
Segrete’, for a unique synergy of aesthetics. 

The theme of balancing elements 
of old and new - in part prompted by 
the contemporary-classic style of the 
architecture, originally designed by 
Krynauw Nel - is evident here, too. ‘We 
turned the idea of a traditional bar on its 
head by mounting it on the wall,’ says Julia. 
Of all the rooms in the home, the husband 
loves this room the most: ‘I’m very proud 
of our welcome area, it’s a great space for 
entertaining,’ he says. 

Julia took a similar approach in the living 
room in which two of De Padova’s ‘Chat’ 
sofas, upholstered in a matt woven linen, are 


combined with two Albereta’ armchairs. 
‘Even though the ‘Alberetas” were only 
released this year, they are reminiscent of 
a classic shape,’ says Julia. ‘We completed 
the look with a very beautiful traditional 
piece - the “Pouf Capitonne” - to ground 
the whole scheme.’ 

Pulling the various schemes together is 
always a significant part of Generation’s 
design process. ‘We selected meaningful 
objects d’art - pieces that were more than 
just decorative to the client - and curated 
stories for an overall look,’ says Julia. ‘For 


example, the owners’ collection of art-deco 
glassware is displayed alongside Seletti’s 
Diesel Living Machine Collection glasses. 
The tension between clean and ornate, 
old and new, is what makes for interesting 
design stories.’ 

Steadied by a backbone of original 
design, the interior has achieved a light and 
timeless aesthetic. ‘For us, it’s a combination 
of all the things we love, which makes living 
in the home areally easy special and uplifting 
experience,’ says the wife. ■ Generation

^ of this tiny (it’s 
— barely 50 square 
metres) apartment on Rue Balzac, near the 
Arc deTriomphe, in Paris. But what it lacks 
in space, it more than makes up for in sheer 
wow factor, inducing nothing short of 
a paroxysm of awe (or, perhaps, vertigo) the 
moment you step through its doors. 

‘What the client didn’t want was 
a conventionally chic, French apartment,’ 
Hubert explains of the interiors, in 
which rococo shapes meet contemporary 
finishes, completed with lashings of 
Oriental prints, taxidermy and a profusion 
of flowers for good measure. Eschewing 
a French sensibility that, as Hubert 
calls it, can at times be ‘safe, a bit too 
tastefully restrained’, he opted to go all- 
out Hollywood. ‘It is, more accurately, 
a Francophile take on Hollywood,’ he 
laughs. ‘It really speaks to that Gallic 
ability to embrace madness in design - 
there’s just this willingness to accept 
severe juxtaposition. So, if something 
is to be exciting it must break into 
the avant-garde.’

This apartment is another collaboration 
between Hubert and the homeowner, 
having worked together on a small pied- 
a-terre in the Le Marais district (‘Small 
Wonder’, 2015), and once again 

the project is ‘a complete reconfiguration 
in terms of the layout’, says Hubert, 
explaining that the purpose of the flat had 
to be entirely transformed. ‘This was about 
making a space that was practical for guests 
who would be staying for the weekend.’ 

The space was directly influenced by its 
close proximity to the Champs-Elysees, 
with its heaving mass of restaurants and 
clubs. ‘We wanted the sitting area to 
become the focal point, where you could 
have a meeting or receive friends.’ ► 
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The kitchen and entrance were thus 
combined as the space became less 
important, although it’s still fully 
functional.The areabetween the reception 
room and bedroom was also opened, 
introducing softness and theatricality, but, 
like the kitchen, it can be easily hidden 
with a draw of the velvet curtains. 

‘There is a beautiful word in French: 
ensemhlier^ says Hurbert. ‘It refers to 
a person who can not only put objects 
together, but, through their arrangement, 
these objects become more than the sum 
of their parts. That was what this little 
apartment was all about.’ 

A habitue of Paris’ markets, Hubert’s 
hunter-gatherer approach saw decorating 
take on something of a reversed logic, 
where the pieces he collected informed the 
decor style. ‘It’s like someone giving you 
all the ingredients and you need to make 
a dish from them,’ he says. ‘We needed 
to find interesting ways of using our 
ingredients, ways in which they wouldn’t 
normally be used.’ In so doing, Hubert 
succeeded in rewriting the context of 
these objects, divorcing them from their 
historical associations and recasting them 
in the roles they would play in the setting. 

Inspired by his client’s American 
wife, Hubert drew on the kaleidoscopic

influence of film and stage artist Tony 
Duquette - ‘this apartment is basically 
our homage to him’ - whose aesthetic 
informed Hubert’s stylistic choices. ‘We’re 
giving centre stage to flamboyance, and 
if you’re flamboyant enough eventually 
people believe it. If you do it without 
bravery, people will question it but, like 
the best entertainers, this apartment had 
to do it with complete conviction. “It’s 
never done till it’s overdone” has never 
been truer,’ he says. 

It’s in this extravagant folly (‘after all, 
if you can’t do a folly in Paris, then where 
can you do it?’) that life and theatre collide 
in spectacular fashion. ‘It is in this bijoux 
moment, created with a sense of escapism 
and just a little madness, that you can live 
your life as if on a stage.’ ■

BIG SKY COUNTRY 


Follow the empty plains and open roads that lead to the Little Karoo, an 
expanse scattered with artsy folk that offers the closest safari to Cape Town

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very big city needs a country retreat. 
East of Cape Town, the Little Karoo is 
a 290km strip of semi-desert that trims the 
edge of the vast wilderness of the Great 
Karoo. Wedged between the Swartberg 
Mountain Range to the north and the 
Langeberge to the south, the region is 
home to dust-bowl towns, river-threaded 
valleys, dramatic mountain passes and mile 
upon mile of empty veld. 


The area’s off-the-map allure has worked 
its magic on the creative city dwellers who 
have trickled there, seeking beauty, space 
and peace, to set up home in the gabled 
Dutch houses, converting farmsteads 
into galleries, establishing imaginative 
restaurants, and creating gem-like 
guesthouses and rentable homes. 

Route 62 rises and falls through the 
Little Karoo’s hills and valleys like 
a cardiogram. Lrom Cape Town, it dips 
into the attractive spa town of Montagu, 
with its cottage gardens, fruit farms and 
tea shops. (Venturing into the Little 
Karoo often feels like time travel, as if its 


inhabitants were trying to counteract the 
duress of their environment byway of fine 
china and Victoria sponge.) 

This is the Robertson Wine Valley, 
an area as famous as Stellenbosch for 
the quality of its terroir. My first stop is 
Mo & Rose, a small hotel set in a garden 
of giant cacti, run by a young German- 
Italian couple. Axel Daniel and Monika 
Schmalzl. Tin-roofed outbuildings contain 
eight rooms with a Scandi-African feel: 
beds are pale-wood four-posters, walls are 
whitewashed, floors are polished plaster. 

The star here is the bistro in the 1910 
barn, where tables are set inside a glass-

box extension. Axel talks guests through 
the menu - pecan-nut souffle with 
onion butter, Karoo-style ravioli with 
lamb and feta - and recommends wines 
from local boutique vineyards including 
Kleinhoekkloof and Arendsig: unfamiliar 
names but staggeringly delicious wines.

At the showroom of design studio 
Magpie Art Collective, rococo 
chandeliers are fashioned from bottle 
tops and coloured plastic sourced from 
rubbish dumps. In the Little Karoo, 
making a virtue of limitation is an 
art form. 

At Touwsberg, a private game and 
nature reserve near Ladismith, where 
a fortunate few have made weekend 
and holiday homes, I startle a pair of 
ostriches as I bump along the track to 
Stoney Cottage. This solar-powered, 
four-bedroom retreat - the creation 
of Lynn and Sibley McAdam, owners 
of Cape Town interiors store Block 
& Chisel - sits above a stream in the 
crease of a steep valley The furnishings 
are a stylish Provengal-Karoo mashup: 
pillowy beds, kilims, antique dressers 
and sun-bleached animal bones. 

Clad in stone, the house blends in 
with the mountains and surrounding 
bush, a protected wilderness in which 
guests can hike and bike, swim in rivers 
and even game watch, as zebras, kudus 
and giraffes roam the reserve. As the sun

slides behind the Wolwefontein peaks, 
I watch a red hartebeest pad down the 
hill to drink in the stream. The only 
sound is running water and the wind in 
the treetops. 

The dusty town of Calitzdorp is, on 
first glance, not much to look at. But in 
the back streets I discover gallery cafes 
and spruce wineries such as Calitzdorp 
Wine Cellar and port-makers Boplaas. 
And Cape Town potter Clementina van 
der Walt’s Kraaldoring Gallery, where 
her nature-inspired vases are exhibited, 
is a good reason to get into the 
surrounding countryside. It seems that 
a way with clay is endemic here — 
internationally lauded ceramicist 
Hylton Nel is a long-time Calitzdorp 
resident. His playful, painted plates 
hang on the dining room wall at 
Boesmanskop, a three-bedroom 
guesthouse run by Tinie Bekker.

when Time’s forefathers established a farm 
in the fertile Kruisrivier Valley The family 
still rears dairy cows and ostriches, but the 
house has an antique elegance that belies its 
rustic purpose. My bedroom has a distinctly 
French feel with its faded Persian rug and 
wingback chairs. 

‘The word Karoo is derived from the 
San for dry and hard,’ Tinie reminds me. 
This comes to mind when I drive along 
the Swartberg Pass to Prince Albert. 
The 27km mountain road is a series 
of endless switchbacks carved through 
a crown of peaks that drops into a steep- 
sided, sandstone riverbed, ending at the 
manicured frontier town of Prince Albert 
at the edge of the Great Karoo. 

Prince Albert Country Stay is attached to 
a cafe and antiques store, where charming 
rooms are furnished with brass bedsteads 
and rose-print cushions. ‘It takes time for 
people to understand what Prince Albert 
is all about,’ says owner Colleen Penfold. 
There’s certainly something alternative 
about this 250 -year-old town where galleries 
outnumber farm shops. 

What is it about artists and the Little 
Karoo? Jackie Burger, former editor of 
Elk South Africa and a Prince Albert 
homeowner, credits the ‘painterly skies at

I climb the koppie behind the town. 

Shafts of dawn light creep over the 
Swartberge, falling on Prince Albert’s 
fig farms and olive groves, the tin 
cottage roofs and the proud silhouette 
of the church bell tower. Beyond the 
boundaries of the town, the wilderness 
reasserts itself into empty plains and 
monumental hills: an equation of space 
to sky that invites existential shivers. It’s 
a scene emblematic of the Little Karoo, 
a pioneer place of true grit and hard living, 
counteracted by havens ofverdant beauty 
I watch until the light coalesces into 
brightness, and then I walk down for 
breakfast, my edges gathered safely in.
